Brigham  Young  University  stu- 
dents prefer  the  present  quarter 
system  over  the  semester  system 
by  a five-and-one-half  to  one 
margin,  according  to  the  results 
of  the  Daily  Universe  clip-out 
poll  held  last  Wednesday  and 
Thursday. 

1435  students  participated  in 
the  voting.  1214  of  them,  or  84.6 
per  cent,  favored  the  quarter  sys- 
tem while  221  or  15.4  per  cent 
favored  changing  to  the  semester 
system.

The  new  motion  picture  production  studio 
of  Brigham  Young  University  will  be  dedicated 
at  ceremonies  on  April  18  at  3 p.m.,  it  was 
announced  today  by  President  Ernest  L.  Wil- 
kinson. 

Carl  Buehner,  counselor  in  the  Presiding 
Bishopric  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  will  give  the  dedicatory 
address  and  prayer.  Other  speakers  will  be 
President  Wilkinson  and  W,  O.  Whitaker, 
director  of  the  studio. 

Whitaker  said  the  studio  staff  has  pre- 
pared a special  film  for  the  occasion  which  will 
depict  the  five-year  history  of  motion  picture 
production  at  BYU,  present  brief  sketches  from 
some  of  the  department’s  most  famous  films, 
and  show  how  movie  production  works. 
Public  Invited 

The  public  is  invited  to  the  event.  More  than 
400  chairs  will  be  set  up  on  the  modern  100  x 
80-foot  sound  stage  for  the  meeting.  After  the 
hour-long  ceremonies,  tours  will  be  conducted 
throughout  the  plant.

Provo  River  bottoms  about  a mile  north  of 
Highway  91.  Visitors  should  watch  for  the  di- 
rection-sign about  two  blocks  north  of  the 
river  bridge  in  north  Provo. 

The  unusual  location  is  one  of  the  outstand- 
ing features  of  this  new  studio,  which  is  prob- 
ably the  best  equipped  in  the  nation  for  its 
size.  The  building  has  been  erected  on  fifteen 
acres  of  pasture  and  woodland  in  the  river 
bottoms  of  Provo  Canyon. 

Has  Rural  Setting 

Although  it  seems  out  of  place  in  this  rural 
setting,  it  provides  unlimited  possibilities  for 
good  exterior  locations  within  reach  of  the 
studio’s  own  power  supply.  Also  the  area  is 
quiet  so  that  perfect  sound  conditions  can  be 
achieved. 

The  new  structure,  which  covers  13,160 
square  feet,  is  divided  into  three  definite  areas 
— the  sound  stage,  a two-story  office  wing  on 
the  north  of  the  stage,  and  a storage  wing  on 
the  west  side  of  the  stage. 

The  sound  stage  exterior  is  finished  in  con- 
crete, while  the  wings  are  of  upright  steel  pan- 
els and  precast  white  stone.  Large  expanses  of 
windows  on  the  north  side  admit  soft  light  to 
the  office  area.  At  the  entrance  is  a full  two- 
story  glass  fronted  lobby  and  receptiwi  room.

The  majority  of  students  that 
listed  their  reasons  for  preferring 
the  quarter  system  gave  these; 

1.  Greater  variance  in  classes 
and  teachers;  one  student  said  I 
favor  the  quarter  system  because 
it  gives  you  the  opportunity  to 
take  more  classes  and  have  more 
teachers,  which  gives  students  a 
much  broader  viewpoint.” 

2.  No  studies  over  Christmas 
vacation;  an  example  of  this 
point  is  “during  the  Christmas 
holidays  you  are  free  from  study- 
ing and  start  new  again  in  Jan- 
uary, but  with  the  semester  sys- 
tem you  come  back  from  vaca- 
tion with  blank  minds  just  to 
take  finals.” 

3.  More  breaks  in  classes; 
“two  breaks  in  a school  year  in- 
stead of  just  one”  is  one  com- 
ment. 

4.  More  opportunities  for  ser- 
vicemen and  returned  missionar- 
ies to  enter  school. 

Semester  Reasons  Given 

Students  who  preferred  the 
semester  system  and  who  listed 
their  reasons  usually  came  up 
with  one  or  more  of  these: 

1.  The  student  will  learn  more 
about  the  subject;  “More  time  to 
get  into  the  subject.  Aft  extra 
five  weeks  would  help  to  get  to 
know  the  subject  better.” 

2.  Raising  of  academic  stand- 
ards at  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity. 

3.  Removal  of  needless  courses 
from  the  curriculum;  will  replace 
choppy,  repitious  classes  with 
valuable,  compact  ones.” 

4.  Only  two  tiresome  registra- 
tion procedures  during  the  year 
instead  of  three. 

5.  Uniformity  with  other  uni- 
versities in  order  to  transfer  with 
more  ease;  a contrary  idea  here 
was  that  “it  would  make  it  too 
difficult  for  kids  who  must  trans- 
fer to  or  from  Utah  or  Utah 
State.” 

One  student,  who  favored  the 
quarter  system  had  this  reserva- 
tion; “If  changing  to  the  semes- 
ter system  is  the  only  way  to  get 
the  courses  taught  here  re-eval- 
uated  and  re-outlined,  then 
change.  Too  many  courses  are 
Mickey  Mouse!”
